REQUEST FOR LETTERS OF INTEREST 
 

Notice is hereby given that Eureka Springs Transit System (“ESTS”) is seeking letters of interest 

from qualified Construction Management firms for administrative and management services 

during the construction of (1) the Planer Hill Park & Ride Transfer Station and (2) the Transit 

Maintenance Facility Expansion. The successful firm will act as ESTS’s agent during the pre-

construction and construction phases.  

  

The Construction Manager Agent (“CMA”) will coordinate and monitor the various trade 

contractors who will have contracted directly with ESTS following competitive bidding pursuant 

to all relevant state and federal procurement laws and regulations.  
 

The work will generally consist of providing Project Management for: 

 

1.  Planer Hill Park & Ride Transfer Station will consist of site preparation, utilities and construction of 

an approximately 1,000 SF masonry building.   

 

2.  Addition to Vehicle Maintenance Building will consist of site preparation, utilities and construction of 

approximately 4,000 SF metal building.  

 

These projects include federal funds along with review and approval of the work by the Arkansas State 

Highway and Transportation Department.  All work and contract requirements shall conform to 

requirements of the Federal Transit Administration and the Arkansas State Highway and Transportation 

Department.
